The Steel Trust’s version of acquisi- 
tion of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
bany: in the panic of 1907, which, 
Saturday, was characterized as a “ 
tale"’ by John W. Gates before the 
Stanley House Committee in Washington 
will probably be heard in a few days. 

George W. Perkins, one of the Uniied 
States Steel Corporation Directors, said 
yesterday that the officials of *hat con- 
cern had notified the Stanley Committee 
that they would appear willingly and 
testify. It will not be necessary for the 
Stanley Committee to issue subpoenas for 
the Directors and officers. Mr. Perkins 
added that while their appearance as 
witnesses would not be accompanied by 
any “feeling of joy,”’ they did not wish 
to hamper the inveetigation in any way. 

Mr. Perkins, who spent the day at his 
home in Riverdale, had no further com- 
ment to make on the testimony of Mr. 
‘Sates, whose story of the Tennessee Coal 
and Iren deal and of the manner in which 
the Steel Corporation was organized, 
caused such a atir. He only declared that 
there were ‘a lot of things’’ he could 
tell.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 28.—Pinioned 
under the wreckage of an auto he had 
just purchased, Elbert Ebersole, 21 years 
old, son of the President of the Arcadia 
Bank, was burned to death to-day near 
breliner. Henry Reiss, 18 years old, his 
companion, is so badly burned he cannot 
live. 

Willis Hakes, an auto salesman, sat in 
the rear seat coaching Ebersole, who was 
driving the car, when the machine ap- 
proached a sharp curve, the scene of 
many auto accidents in the past few 
years. Ebersole was unfamiliar with the 
road, and instead of taking the turn be- 
fore reaching the tracks he drove straight 
across the rails. 

The heavy car plowed over the tracks 
and plunged down a steep embankment 
on the other side, overturning in its de- 
scent. The three men were caught un- 
der the machine, the steering post being 
driven through Ebersole’s chest. The 
gasoline tank was punctured in the de- 


scent, and the escaping gasoline caught 
fire, wrapping the car in a mass of 
flames.

Driving victims in their nightclothes 
from their apartment that they might be 
free to do work unmolested is the latest 
method of burglars here. Peter Corrt- 
gan, his wife, and their two-year-old 
baby, who live on the ground floor of 118 
East 116th Street, and Frederick Wilson, 
with his wife and baby, who were visit- 
ing, were awakened by four men and 
forced to flee by way of the fire-escape

found the men at work. One was caught 
trying to use the same means of escape 
the Corrigans had used, while two others 
arrested later on the street. One 
had been shot by the peHceman while en- 
deavoring to escape and the other had 
stayed by him. 

Two of the burglars were held by Mag- 
istrate Corrigan in the Harlem Police 
Cvurt yesterday morning. They said

The third 
man was not able to leave Harlem Hos- 
pital, where he is suffering from a bullet 
wound in his right leg. 

It was about 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing when Corrigan was awakened by a 
hand on his door. He called out and the 
man went away. Corrigan generally 
keeps the door unlocked, but he arose 
then and locked It. 

Soon after he heard several men come 
down the hall and rap on his door. He 
usked who was there. He was informed 
that it didn’t matter who was there, the

we'll shoot the lock ‘through,” 

“Al right,’’ answered Corrigan. “Walt 
till I put some clothes on and I'}J open 
the door.” 

Corrigan told Wilson to climb out on the 
fire-escape from the kitchen window, go 
through the rear yard and go through 
another house to the gtreet, and then 
iook for a policeman. They hustled the 
women, who only took time to put on 
Shawls over their nightdresses, out the 
way. Corrigan had an idea he 
snt beableto keep the men out, but a 
renewed banging on the door, with curses 
from: without, caused him to change his 
ind he joined the fleeing party. 
The women, each carrying her baby, 
were assisted down the fire-escape to the 
areaway. Several boards were missing 
from the fence, and through the opening 
they made their way to a house that 
fronts on 115th Street. 

On 115th Street the women were left to 
themselves and the men started after a 
policeman. At Lexington Avenue they 
found Patrolman Dodd, to whom they 
(cold their story. He was not inclined to 
believe them at first, but the scantiness 
of their attire was correboration and he 
Staried with them to their home on 118th 
street. On the way they were joined by 
Policeman Wilson. 

They entered the house quetly. But the 
thieves must have had a man on watch, 
for they were heard. A chair had been 
placed against the shattered door from 


the inside. As the policemen worked to 
get the door open, they heard the men 
run through the hall to the kitchen. 

When they got the door open, only one 
man was in sight. He was at the window 
that led to the fire-escape and freedom. 
Both policemen shouted, but the man 
never paused.

The four pursuers were close after. 
Both policemen took the descent from 
the fire escape at a jump. When they 
reached the ground the escaping burglar 
was scrambling through the fence. T hey 
pounced upon him just as he was getting 
to his feet on the other side. The others 
had escaped, no trace of them being 
found, although the policemen searched 
cellars and backyards all around, They 
took their prisoner to the station house, 
where he proved to be Hoffman. Corri- 
gan made the complaint against him. - 

The policemen told the Lieutenant they 
believed they had hit the man at whom 
they had fired, and said they would 
search the streets in the section. The 
hospitals were notified to hold any one 
who applied for treatment for gunshot 
wounds. 


At 106th Street and Lexington Avenue 
the two policemen came upon a man sit- 
ting on a stoop. They asked him what he 
was doing there, He told them that his 
mother was sick, and that he and a friend 
had come out to look for a doctor. The 
friend, he said, was close at hand and 
would soon rejoin him. As he was talk- 
ing to them, the policemen noticed he 
seemed too weak to stand and that blood 
was soaking through his trousers. 

They pretended to believe his story and 
sauntered away, but they hid to, await 
the return of the other man. He came 
back in a short time. Then Dodd and 
Wilson went up to the pair and placed 
both under arrest. At the station house 
the men could’ give no satisfactory ex- 
planation of their presence in the neigh- 
borhood, ‘They protested they had no 
share in the burglary, but the sick mother 
was found to be untrue. 

The wounded man was Arthur White 
plumber, of 1,820 Second Avenue.

PARIS, May 28.—Profiting by the les- 
sons of last week’s catastrophe, when at 
the start of the Paris to Madrid race M. 
Berteaux, the Minister of War, was killed 
and Premier Monis badly injured, the or- 
ganizera of the second great air contest, 
from Paris to Turin, sent the competitors 
away with record speed and precision to- 
day. 

Not the slightest mishap marred the 
oceasion.

COLQUITT DEFIES CHURCH. 


Texas Governor Refuses to Resign as 
a Methodist—Prohibition the Issue.

GALVESTON, Texas, May 28.—Gov, Col. 
quitt refuses to resign his membership in 
the Methodist Church, although requested 
to do so by the local religious body. In- 
stead he will carry his case to the in- 
ternational conference. The trouble was 
caused by the Governor's stand on the 
liquor question. He is anti-prohibition, At 
the time of his election, however, .the 
proposal to change the State Constitution 
by submitting a prohibition amendment 


also carried. This was strongly favored 
by the Methodists and since the election 
they have openly criticised the Governor 
because he opposed it. 

In his defensive declaration the Gov- 
ernor says: 

‘A change in the Texas Constitution 
as embodied in the proposed amendment 
is a political question, and I deny 
right of preachers to take the Methodist 
Church into pelitics or to allow their 
ie to be used by politicians for po- 
itical discussions, in the course of which 
they may seek to vilify and malign those 
who do not agree with them. I chal- 
lenge you tv show me anything in the dis- 
cipline of the Methodist Church or rules 
and regulations of the society which 
commits the church to prohibition. 

‘*My forefathers in Georgitt labored to 
establish the Methodist Ghureh, and some 
of them had much to do in a proseribing 
its rules and regulations, they did 
not put prohibition into the ‘Confess on of 
Faith nor did they establish it as one of 
the rules governing the society. I cer- 
tainly shall not concede that my pasto 
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or members of the Methodist Church have 


any right to control my convictions on; 
pailtical questions, and prohibition is not

* Halley’s comet, which was mearest to 
the sun and tc the earth and at its great- 
est brilliancy more than a year ago, has 
been followed on its journey into distant 
space with the telescopes of Lick Observ-

‘The comet is now a little further than 
Jupiter is from the sun; that is, about 
500,000,000 miles, but Astronomer Curtis 
photographed it with the Crossley 
reflecter on two nights last week, exact- 
ly in the predicted position, The comet 
is now 60 per cent. further from the sun 
than it was when its approach to the sun 
was discovered photographically in Sep- 
tember, 1909,”’

Word was received here to-day that the 
Gegisiature of Sonora had named as Pro- 
visional Governor Avelino Espinosa of 
Hermosillo, a well-known lawyer.

Hopes to Divide Large Estates. 


Manuel Calero, the new Minister of 
Industry and Agriculture, took the oath 
of office to-day. He says he will begin 
the task of the division of great, rural 
estates as soon as he has the proper 
authorization from Congress. 

Mrs. Luz Cosio de Lopez, daughter of 
ex-Minister of War Cosio, has resigned 
as the head of the Mexican Red Cross, 
and Mrs. de la Barra has been selected 
in her place.

OF GAMBLING BILLS 


Real Aim Is to Permit Resump- 





tion of Race Track Betting, 
Says Canon Chase. 





APPEAL TO LEGISLATURE 





Assistant District Attorney Elder 
Joins in Protest Against the 


Gittins Measures. 





The Rev. Canon Sheafe Chase of Christ 
Church, Brooklyn, sent an open letter 
yesterday to members of the State Legis- 
lature asking them to defeat the Gittins 
bills now before the Legislature, and 
which are designed to change the penal 
law against: gambling. Canon Chase 
points out that if the bills are passed 
they will confuse the situation in the 
interest of the bookmakers, and actually 
allow gambling on the race tracks. He 
also incloses a_letter from Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Robert H. Elder of Brook- 
lyn, who states that “the proposed 
change would make the actual using of 
the premises for gambling not necessarily 
illegal.’’ 

“One of the bills,’’ says Canon Chase, 
“undertakes to define ‘ bookmaking with- 
out writing,’ which the Court of Appeals 
has clearly defined, and in so doing, the 
bill introduces terms s0 vague, broad, 
and indefinite as would permit oral ‘ book- 
making’ so long as it was confined to 
clubs or to a slightly Hmited number of 
the public.”’ 

Such a definition, says the Canon, is 
not necessafy because of the language 
used by the Court of Appeals in the Licht- 
enstein vs. Langan case. ‘“‘ The other 
bill,”” asserts Canon Chase, ‘‘ weakens 
Section 973 of the Penal Law, which for- 
bids keeping gambling and betting estab- 
lishments, by omitting the words, ‘ or any 
other inclosure or place,’ and by insert- 
ing the words ‘to be’ before the words 
‘used for gambling’ which are now in 
the law. 

“The reason given for these amend- 
ments to the law are to permit racing 
without making the owner of the race 
track responsible for any private betting 
that may go on without the knowledge of 
the owner. The race tracks have always 
found it easy to keep bookmakers off the 
track if they did not puy ‘ advanced in- 
formation,’ or by some other subterfuge 
pay for their permission to do business 
on the tracks. There is no danger if 
they are in real earnest, and pay officers 
to keep professional gamblers off the 
tracks that the races will not be as free 
from gambling as are the professional 
baseball games. This freeing of the races 
from gambling is what is necessary for 
the breeding of good horses, and the 
rearing of honest .and industrious boys 
and girls. The county fairs and the base- 
ball people, who want no gambling at- 
tached to sport, do not ask for, but are 
opposed, to this bill. 

“There is no doubt 
the race track people are insincere in 
Saying that they will attempt to carry 
on races without anything but private 
betting, and also in saying that they are 
afraid to make any attempt to carry on 
any racing, because the law is so drastic 
that they are liable to arrest if two peo- 
ple bet privately during the races. The 
law requires some sort of knowledge of 
the crime on the part of the person ace 
cused, and the law, as it now stands, 
would not permit the conviction of the 
owner Of a race track unless he had such 
a knowledge of gambling going on upon 
his premises as would make him morally 
responsible for it. The changes proposed 
would allow gambling not only on the 
,2ce track, but would vermit the starting 
of open-air gamovling rings anywhere in 
the State, where roulette wheels, three- 
card monte, the shell game, and other 
gambling devices could be conducted for 
fleecing the public without interference 
from the police.”’ 

in his letter indorsing Canon Chase As- 
Sistant District Attorney Elder says: 

“There is no necessity whatever for 
defining im express terms.of a statute 
what bookmaking is. That proceeding 
was explained at length by the Court of 
Appeals in People versus Langan, 196 
. '., 260. Bookmaking there is very 
plainly defined in the prevailing opinion 
of the court at Page 265, and also in the 
dissenting opinion of Judge Vann at Pages 
~65-260. A new definition by statute would 
tend to upset the whole law, 
whole question, and complicate 
forcement of the statute very much. 

‘Neither should the phrase, ‘or any 
other inclosure or place,’ be stricken out 
of Section 978 of the penal law. To do 
this, under the rules of interpretation laid 
down by our Court of Appeals, would op- 
erate to give express permission, not only 
to racing associations, but to any associa- 
t10n or to any person, to keep Zaming and 
betting establishments in ‘any inclosure 
or place’ which might artfully be con- 
structed so as not to resemble a ‘ room, 
Shed, tent, tenement, booth, building, 
float, or vessel.’ It would be a law li- 
censing gambling in some places. This 
was just the thing that caused so much 
dissatisfaction with the old law, which 
discriminated specifically in favor of rac- 
Ing associations. This proposed change, 
however, would be worse because it would 
not only give gambling licenses to race 
courses, but as well to other associations 
and to individuals that might be enter- 
prising enough to conduct @ place as above 
indicated. 

“* Likewise the effort to Insert into this 
section the words ‘to be’ in front of the 
word ‘used,’ in the fourth line of that 
section, is subject to the same criticism. 
Such a change would enable the race- 
tracks to excuse themselves by saying 
that they maintain their grounds not ‘to 
be used’ for gambling, but to be used 
for something else, and that, therefore, 
the statute did not operate against them. 
It would also give this same privilege to 
others tuking advantage of the dis- 
crepancy in the law. The ‘proposed 
change would inake the actual using of 
the premises for gambling not necessarily 
illegal. I hope that you and your co- 
workers will be able to prevent the 
passage of thrse bills.’’ 

It was said yesterday that a number of 
New York and Brooklyn clergymen are 
to begin an active campaign against the 
passage of the bills.

WESTINGHOUSE AFTER GAS. 


Erects Derrick Over Well Drilled 32 
Years Ago on His Lawn. 


Stccial to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., May 28.—The gas 
well on George Westinghouse’s spacious 
lawn which surrounds his home and 
which has been canped for nineteen years, 
is to be used for experimental purposes. 
Mr. Westinghouse is erecting a seventy- 
foot "derrick over the well a&kd hopes to 
complete it within two or three days. The 
work on the Westinghouse lawn reminded 
old acquaintances of an incident thirty- 
two years ago when George Westing- 
house smelled gas while looking from 
the window of his mansion, and caused 
the well to be driven. } 

Portions of the huge, cone-shaped steel 
affair to-night tower above the conserva- 
tories of millionaires in the exclusive sec- 
tion of Pittsburg, marking the spot where 
one of the richest wells in Pennsylvania 
was discovered in the early days. It was 
afterward plugged and since that time 
has been given no attention. 

When neighbors looked from windows 
across lawns this morning and saw the 


steel derrick it recalled the explosion 
that occurred there more than thirty 
years ago, when many workmen were 
burned and Mrs. Westinghouse tore finery 
into bandages and treated the burns and 
injuries of the workmen. 

Mr. Westinghouse expects to strike the 
main vein of gas that gave such a tre- 
mendous output in the long ago. It is an 
experiment only, and the inventor de- 
sired to make the test on a spot about 
which he knew everything and where he 
would be in constant touch with his work.

LONDON, May 28.—To-night’s dis- 
patches from both Lisbon and Oporto 
state that the general elections are pro- 
ceeding in perfect quiet-and with pub- 
lic indifference. There is no excite- 
ment over the results of the polling, as 
there is no opposition to Republican 
candidates. 

In connection with the reports of a: 
projected counter-revolution, The Daily 
Mail has received the following dis- 
patches from Tuy, on the Spanish-Por- 
tuguese frontier, dated Friday night: 
“The entire absence of. news from 
the north in the Lisbon press decided 
me to ascertain the real facts of the 
situation at first hand. I motored from 
Lisbon to Coimbra, meeting nothing 
unusual en route. At stations along 
the Atlantic Coast line from Castillo 
to Valencia I saw many sailors, and, at 
Caminha, silhouettes of a gunboat and 
a warship loomed in the evening mist. 
At Valencia, the last station in Por- 
tugal, considerable nervousness pre- 
vailed, and the local Magistrate had 
fled for protection to Spain. I am told 
that numerous arrests have been made 
here at Tuy, which is one of the prin- 
cipal strongholds of the Portuguese 
monarchist refugees. 

I speedily obtained confirmation of 
the reality of the monarchist plot. 
hor Alessandro de Albuguerque, one of

already in distant frigid Alaska. In our 
own diocese there are 156, with 77.683 
pupils. These cost $891,705 for their main- 
tenance last year, and the value of the 
property and the land on which they 
stand is $13,186,000.”’

Sheridan Scales | Discus 141.434 
—lVicGrath Throws 35-Pound 
Weight Nearly 54 Feet. 








With one world’s record established, 
another best on the books created, and 
an exceptional performance at 100 yards, 
the games of the New York Post Office 
Clerks’ Association yesterday at Celtic 
Park, bristled with interesting periods. 
Probably 7,000 persons witnessed the 
sperts, which were participated in by the 
largest fields of the season. 

Martin Sheridan, holder of the discus 
record, demonstrated his competitive 


worth by snatching victory out of defeat 
in his last trial by scaling the Grecian 
missile the hitherto unprecedented dis- 
tance of 141°feet 4% inches, thereby dis- 
placing the world’s best figures of 139 
feet 10% inches. Up to this throw, the 
mighty Irishman’s chances of a win 
looked dubious, as he was conceding that 
much improved athlete Jim Duncan of 
the Mohawk A. C. eighteen inches. The 
latier had got the weight out the highly 
creditable distance of 187 feet, in his 
second throw, and looked all over a 
winner. 

Matt McGrath of the New York A C.

by establishing a world’s record at throw- 
ing the &5-pound weight for distance.

CORONATION CROWDS. 

Two months ago we ventured to pre- 
dict that there would be no lack of ac- 
commodations for visitors in London at 
coronation time, that hotel and lodging 
house prices would not be unreasonably 
high, and that the charges for seats on 
the stands from which ordinary mortals 
can see the King and the procession 
would not be exorbitant. The predic- 
tion is about to be fulfilled, but it 
was easy to make, for precisely the 
same conditions prevail as at the time 
of the coronation of Epwarp VII. nine 
years ago. London is amply provided 
with hotels and lodgings. Viewing 
stands are erected at every possible 
point along the line of march. There is 
plenty of room for everybody to see. 
The disappointment of hotel managers, 
reported in the cable dispatches, be- 
cause the number of American visitors 
promises to be smaller than they ex- 
pected, is not reasonable. Numberless 
Americans who go abroad every year 
will naturally avoid London until the 
coronation is over, not because of any 
fear of imaginary extortion or lack of 
accommodations, but because of the 
crowds in the streets, and the strictly 
enforced police regulations which make 
going about so difficult.

It has been in 
all our history essentially a frontier 
industry, and it has been carried with 
remarkable steadiness on the wave of 
the great Western movement.

On the 
one hand, the demand for woolen goods 
has enormously increased; on the other, 
until recently, the area opened up by 
the spreading population of the conti- 
nent has been enormously extended. 
But wool raising has been from the 
first, in comparison with the general 
industry of agriculture, slow-moving, 
subordinate, and, in some sense, inci- 
dental. Taking the country over, the 
value of our wool is but little more than 
that of butter or vegetables, less than 
that of potatoes, one-sixth that of hay, 
and only about one-fortieth that of the 
cereals. 

This is not to say that it is not a very 
valuable industry on lands suited to it. 
But its value is nowhere near in pro- 
portion to the artificial aid it has re- 
ceived. That aid has been given at 


very heavily added to the cost of liv- 
ing; it has thus been a burden upon all 
industry, and it should—gradually, no 
doubt, but surely—be withdrawn. It 
has been expensive to the Nation and 
has not served, does not and can not be 
made to serve, its purpose.

ance. Her complaint was that the editors 
would more readily accept work easy 
for her to do, though unsatisfactory to 
herself when done, than what she really 
wanted to do in spite of its realized and 
experienced greater difficulty. 

According to this authority, one 
‘‘ynustn't write stories about sick people, 
about sex relations, about eugenics, about 
Jews, Catholics, Episcopalians, as such, 
about women who have broken social 
laws, about artists, as such.””

The 
rules ag to muzziing and leashing laid 
down by the department, however, were 
neither well observed by the dog owners 
nor well enforced by the local authorities, 
while the dog-catcher’s cruel attentions 
seemed to be directed for the most part 
to valuable animals whose masters would 
ransom them promptly from the pound, 

Hearing of this, a Deputy Commissioner 
came down from Albany just before the 
time set for raising the quarantine ar- 
rived, and not only did he extend it in- 
definitely, but he delivered to the local 
police an oration of such effectiveness

A ROBBER OF WIDOWS. 


Says This State Acts Like a Pirate 
with its Inheritance Tax. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is to be hoped when the Legis- 
lature of the State of New York takes 
up the task of so changing the inheri- 
tance tax law as to make those of its 
citizens who expect to leave enough at 
their death to come within its provisions 
less fearful of dying within the State, 
that the whole subject will be treated in a 
broad and iiberal manner—not only with 
a view of making the tax an income 
producer, but also to take the State from 
the class of pirates and.make it a moral 
community. 

For the oresent law and also its prede- 
cessor as construed by the courts, indi- 
cates a narrow, illiberal, grasping policy, 
the sole idea being to levy as much toll 
as possible both on residents of the 
State and on non-residents, who have, by 
their investments in New York enter- 
prises, been unwise enough to lend their 
financial ald to its busiress. First, con- 
sider the illiberal treatment of lineal de- 
scendants; tinder the former law if an 
estate exceeded $10,000 a transfer of it to 
a widow or to children was taxed 1 per 
cent. Thus, a widow with a family of 
small children, suddenly deprived of the 
support of her husband's income, was 
obliged to pay upon an estate of, say, 
$20,000, a tax of $200, and this to the 
richest and most powerful Commonwealth 
in the Union, though the entire income 
which she could obtain on the small estate 
would not exceed $1,000. Assuming that a 
man’ leaving such an estate had en- 
joyed an income of $5,000, it is evident 
that our widow would have to exert all 
her energies to reduce her scale of living 
so greatly, and that every dollar deducted 
from her income because of this grasp- 
ing tax would entail a curtailment of the 
necessities of life. 

The present law is no better; if the 
estate did not exceed $25,000 she would 
have to pay 1 per cent. on $20,000, and if 
it exceeded $25,000 she would have to pay 
2 per cent. upon the excess, up to $100,- 
O00; over that amount she would have to 
pay more. Limiting the discussion to an 
estate of $50,000, the tax would be $700, 
or a reduction in income because of the 
tax of $35 a year, a serious matter to 
a woman with small children, or, for that 
matter, to a woman without any children 
who has been accusfomed to live on a 
larger scale. 

Why should not an estate of $50,000 or 
less be exempt when it passes to lineal 
descendants? To discuss the justness of 
the tncrease {n tax with the increase of 
the estate, or to glance at the heavy 
toll taken from collaterals or strangers 
to the blood would take more space than 
you could spare me, but would result in 
convincing anv fair-minded person that 
this great State is practically a highway 
robber holding a pistol at the head of 
defenseless successors to estates and or- 
dering them to stand and deliver. 

Tet us pass to the case of the non- 
resident who derives no benefit from the 
State’s expenditure of taxes, and whose 
decedent enjoyed no protection from its 
laws. If, relving on the financial and 
physical strength of the safety deposit 
vaults of the great metropolis, he keeps 
therein bonds of corporations organized 
hy the laws of other States, he must 
pay a tax to New York. To the credit 
of three Judges of the Court of Appeals 
be it said this monstrous construction of 
the statute was made by a divided court, 
four to three. Unable to set aside the 
long-established rule of law that bonds 
are mere evidences of indebtedness and 
not in themselves property, these four 
wise Judges placed their State in the 
category of pirates by saying that people 
commonly regarded them as property, and 
so it was to be presumed that the Legis- 
lature, drawn from the people, intended 
by the use of the word property to in- 
clude them. Fine logic. The moral is that 
non-residents should at once withdraw all 
securities from’ the State and never place 
any more within it. Apparently that is 
just what they are doing. 

The New York statute exempts bequests 
to charitable institutions, such as hos- 
pitals, churches, colleges,.&c., but the 
courts say that such exemption must be 
limited to the case of institutions or- 
ganized under the laws of this State. 
That any institution of another State 
no matter how worthy and far-reaching 
its charity, no matter even how much 
residents of New York or their children 
may enjoy its beneficence, must pay @ 
tax to the great State of New York, must 
have its usefulness as intended by. the

PHOTOGRAPHY IN PICTURES. 


Every Process Illustrated In Collection 
Made for Smithsonian Institution. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Thomas W. 
Smillie, official photographer of the 
Smithsonian Institution, ig preparing an 
exhibit of photographs which will illus- 
trate the development of the photographic 
art from the time of the discovery of the 
first process by the Frenchman, Neipce, 


in 1824, to the present time, and include 
5,000 photographs. 


Mr. Smillie uas been connected with the 
Smithsonian Institution since 1868, and is 
regarded as one of the foremost photog- 
raphers in the country. He is the in- 
ventor of the process of photographing 


on wood, and is the author of many books 
and pamphlets. 


Perhaps the most interesting pictures 
of the collection are two daguerreotypes 
of Daguerre himself. One of the photo- 
graphs of the inventor of the most per- 
fect method of photography was loaned 
for the collection by Mrs. Vallentine of 
New York, while the other was presented 
to the National Museum by Mr. Cramer 
of St.“Louis. He paid $50@ for it. Mr. 
Smillie is of the opinion that the daguer- 
reotype method has never been excelled. 
Even the most modern and up-to-date 
methods, he claims, do not produce the 
fineness and satisfactory results obtained 
by the old slow and cumbersome method 
on the silver plate. The picture is toned 
with gold, thus producing a wonderful 
clearness, likeness, and detail. 

The daguerreotype was first produced 
in 1839, and in the same year came also 
the talbotype, a process by which chloride 


of silver was used successfully on paper. 
The first negative of the Talbot process, 
‘‘ calotype,”’ was produced in 1840. After 
this came the collodioh negative on glass, 
then came the ambrotype, and Jater the 
present-day method of ‘photography 
known as the gelatine-bromide emulsion 
process. 

Great headway is now being made in de- 
veloping color photography. Prof. Baird, 
Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who was engaged in prepar- 
ing an elaborate work on North American 
‘birds, asked the photographer to assist 
him in its preparation. Many of the illus- 
trations that appear in this recognized 
textbook were photographed on wood by 
Mr. Smillie for the engravers. 

Mr. Smillie regards as one of his most 
important accomplishments in photog- 
raphy the series of photographs taken of 
the solar eclipse in 1900 at Wadesboro, 
N. C. ‘These photographs are regarded as 
among the most remarkable ever taken. 
In all eight negatives were obtained with 
the 135-foot telescope, twelve with a 40- 
toot peor a and a number of others, 
all of whi will be shown in the col- 
lection. In one end of the 135-foot tele- 
scope was the lens, while the other end 
terminated in a dark room. A mirror 
operated by clockwork and known as a 
coelostat reflected the image of the 
eclipse eastward into the camera. By 
means of the clockwork the mirror was 
made to revolve once in forty-eight hours, 
so that a perfect photograph was thus ob- 
tained. This negative measured 30 by 80 
inches, and will be one of the most promi- 
nent in the exhibit. 

The exhivit of photography will be of 
unusual interest, not only to the photog- 
ravphers but to the public in general. It 
will be the only one of its kind in the 
world, and unusual care is being used in 
preparing, cataloguing, and indexing. 
Among the pictures shown, one series will 
illustrate the development of color pho- 
tograpiy and another will show the be- 
Binning and progress of spectrum pho- 
tography. 


HITCHCOCK ECONOMIZES. 


Refunds $3,000,000 Not Needed In Post 
Office Department—$1,000,000 Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, May 28. — Postmaster 
General Hitchcock last night signed a 
warrant returning to the Secretary of the 
Treasury $3,000,000, the last of the amount 
set apart from the public funds to assist 
in defraying the expenses of the Postal 
Service for the present fiscal year. Re- 
forms in the financial system, it is stated, 
have made the refund possible. 

An accounting plan, which was adopted 
about a year ago, insures the prompt de- 
posit in the Treasury of postal funds not 
required immediately for disbursement at 
Post Offices, thus making available for 
use by the Post Office Department several 
millions of dollars that, under the former 
practice, would be tied up in Post Offices. 
Under the old system it required gg ree 


mately $10,000,000 to finance the Postal 
Service. 


In making’ the refund to the Treasury 
Mr. Hitchcock said he was satisfied that 
the postal revenues would be more than 
sufficient to defray the postal expenses 
during the remainder of the fiscal year, 
and that July 1 would show a surplus 
considerably over $1,000,000. 


DR. H. M. MacCRACKEN HOME. 


Changellor Emeritus Studied Educa- 
tlon In the Far East. 


After a year’s absence and a trip 
around the world, Henry M. MacCracken, 
Chancellor Emeritus of the New York 
University, and Mrs. MacCracken arrived 
yesterday on the North German Lloyd 
liner George Washington. They sailed 
from San Francisco last June, and spent 
two months in Japan and Korea and the 
same length of time in China, principally 
in Manchuria. From there they went to 
Manila, where Dr. MacCracken delivered 
the Thanksgiving Day address. 

While in the Far East Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken was the guest of the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments and received 
every opportunity to study educational 
systems. He also visited India and the 
Straits Settlement, but was obliged to 
return before his plans were completed 


on account of the illness of one of his 
daughters. 

‘“‘l was much impressed with the prog- 
ress in the public schools in the Philip- 
pines,” said Chancellor MacCracken yes- 
terday, “‘and particularly with the Agri- 
cultural College on the Pasig River near 
Manila. The better class of Filipino is 
not indolent. They are ready for work 
and are aggressive. They are more on 
the order of the Japanese than the Hindu. 

‘‘In India the system is different. 














‘There care is given for the colleges and 


the higher education rather than the ele- 
mentary. There are many children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 12 who have 
practically no opportunity to read and 
write. Such a condition cannot prevail in 
Japan, because education is compulsory. 
I belleve the same system will soon pre- 
vail in the Philippines.”’

Farming Out Little Ones a Menace—

—Milk Committee’s Remedy.

‘The death rate among 
these infant asylums Is 
Where the institutions farm the babies 
out. The farming out of babies is done 
in this citv evea by well-known and well- 
established religious institutions. Sut it 
is sometimes a bad thine for the babies. 
The asylums board out their small 
charges with poor people who need the 
two or three dollars a week which the 
asvlums or the city are willing to pay for 
the baby’s board. The foster parents, 
in order to economize, feed the babies on 
the loose milk bought for from 4 to 6 
cents & quart at the corner grocery store. 
The baby falls sick of intestinal trouble. 
The foster parents take the sick baby 
back to the asylum. The asylum puts 
the baby in its hospital. And in the hos- 
pital the baby dies. There should be a 
pure-milk depot in every infant asylum 
in this city, and foster parents with 
whom babies are farmed out should be 
obliged to obtain all the milk for the 
baby from this pure-milk depot. 

“Another cause of this city’s increased 
infant mortality is the increasing prac- 
tice of allowing the babies to be treated 
by ignorant midwives instead of by phy- 
sicians. This is especially prevalent in 
the foreign sections of the city. The 
midwives soothe the babies with patent 
medicines and patent syrups containing 
morphine, opium and chloral. These stu- 
yoify the babies and lower their vitality.” 

The Milk Committee is trying to get 
the city to pass an ordinance along the 
line of Health Commissioner Lederle’s 
graded milk plan. The ordinance would 
provide that ail milk sold in this city 
ehnould be divided into grades and labeled 
according to its quality. There would be 
** babies’ milk,’’ * drinking milk,”’ ‘‘ capk- 
ing milk.’ ‘No ordinance, of course, 
could force parents to feed thelr babies 
on the milk which the label guarantees 
to -be suitable for them. But the par- 
ental instinct, it is believed, would lead 
most fathers and mothers to buy the 
milk which was labeled as best for their 
babies.

BLEW UP THE MAINE 


Secret Service Man Long Had 





American Soldier of Fortune 
Under Suspicion. 





SPANISH PLOT, STORY SAID 





Granted Capt. Boynton, Their Prisoner, 
Life and Liberty for Throwing 
Switch That Caused Explosion.

Capt. George B. Boynton, the American 
soldier of fortune whose career has been 
the subject of countless wonderful 
stories, revealed ~to a few intimate 
friends, shortly before his death in New 
York a few months ago, the fact that 
for some time he was under suspicion of 
being the man who blew up the battle- 
ship Maine in Havana harbor, on Feb. 
15, 1898. He succeeded in showing the 
Secret Service men,'he said, that at the 
time of the explosion he was in Vene- 
zuela as Chief of Secret Service for 
President Crespo, whose life he saved on 
more than one cccasion, 

The story on which the United States 
Secret Service sought to connect Capt. 
Boynton with the occurrence was sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“The Spaniards were entirely unpre- 
pared for the visit of the Maine, which 
was sent to Havana suddenly and with- 
out warning. Consequently there was no 
mine attached to the buoy at which she 
was moored, though it was stated that 
one would have been placed there if it 
had been so much as suspected that she 
was coming. Once in the harbor she had 
the city and its defenses at her mercy, 
for all the modern guns in the surround- 
ing fortifications faced the sea and none 
of them could be brought to bear on her. 

‘“*Capt. General Blanco and his staff 
did not relish having a hostile warship 
in such an advantageous position in the 
event of war with the United States, 
which they regarded as a possibility, if 
not a probability, and it was decided, as 
@ military precaution, to blow up 
under conditions which were intended 
to make it appear that she had been de- 
étroyed by an accidental explosion of her 
own magazines. It was concluded that a 
mine might not do enough damage, and, 
besides, it might leave traces that would 
be found by the divers who would inves- 
tigate the disaster, so a large boiler from 
the navy yard was taken to the arsenal 
and filled with powder. It was provided 
with a mechanism by which it could be 
exploded by electricity, and hermetically 
sealed, 

‘It was impossible to place the impro- 
vised mine under the Maine, for every 
vessel or boat that approached the war- 
ship was closely watched, so the men in 
charge of the operation were ordered to 

lace it in such a position that the bat- 
tleship would sw ing around over it when 
the wind shifted. The boiler was lashed 
to a sling under a lighter, which was 
towed across the bow of the Maine at 
night and at as close quarters as it dared 
to go. 

‘When the lHghter was directly in front 
of the battleship, the lines which carried 
the boiler were cut and it dropped into 
the mud. The Maine was then headed 
northeast, into the trade wind. and the 
mine was about 75 feet away from her. 
The wire by which the mine was to be 
exploded was led to the end of the Ma- 
china wharf, one of the Government 
docks, and it was then a question — of 
waiting until a shift in the wind brought 
the warship over the boiler and of 'Se- 
lecting some one to throw the switch 
that would set it off at the proper time. 

"106 Spaniards conceived the idea of 
having the nmiine fired by an American, 
which conformed to the conception of 
justice. The American named in the in- 
formation that was given to the Secret 
Service was Capt. Boynton, who, it was 
said, had been captured shortly before 
while conducting a filibustering expedi- 
tion for the Cubans, whom he had aided 
during the Ten Years’ war, and was then 
imprisoned in Cabanas fortress. Accord- 
ing to the story, he was at once tried a1 
sentenced to death, but his life and lib- 
erty were offered him if he would press 
the button that was to destroy the Maine, 
»}and swear never to reveal the secret

Nations Ask for Copies of Draft

ord-breaking favorable foreign trade 
balance forecast, according to prece- 
dent, a more active and an ad- 
vancing bond market. 

National, state, savings, and pri- 
vate banks and trust companies 
show an increase of 5% in their 
holdings of public utility bonds, in- 
dicating the trend of investment. 





On a limited scale the, steel trade of 
the country is being put to a test to de- 
termine whether or not concessions in 
prices are all that is necessary to stim- 
ulate consumption and start the trade 
on a recovery from the depression into 
which it has fallen. An extension of 
this procedure to include all, or practi- 
cally all, steel products was regarded 
last week as a possible, and by many as 
a probable, outcome of the situation 
presented by the cut in steel-bar prices 
made by thé Republic Iron and Steel 
Company and met by other makers. 
Conferences are to be held this week, 
at which it is expected that the desir- 
ability at this time of a general revision 
in steel prices will be canvassed, and 
upon the decision reached on this ques- 
tion will depend whether or not the cuts 
made last week are to be regarded 
merely as an incident of the present 
dullness in the steel trade or as the first 
stage in a development of prime impor- 
tance to the steel trade and to the bus!i- 
ness of the country at large. The atti- 
tude of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration in a situation such as is now pre- 
sented is very clearly defined. Under 
the corporation’s price policy reductions 
are considered desirable only for the 
purpose of protecting the corporation’s 
customers in the face of reductions 
made by others or when it clearly ap- 
pears, in the judgment of the manage- 
ment, that a cut in prices would bring 
a large increase in orders. A cut in 
prices merely for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a somewhat larger share of current 
orders does not fall within the policy to 
which the Steel Corporation has com- 
mitted itself. For this reason no’ dan- 
ger seems to be presented of a price 


‘war such as in earlier years demoral- 


ized the steel trade. Such price wars 
in the long run work harm, and not 
good, and such incidental advantages 
as they possess from the point of view 
of the consumer are in nowise compar- 
able to the much greater advantage of 
an orderly revision of prices made to 
meet changed oonditions. The signifi-

These messages were very 
pessimistic from Oklahoma and Texas, it 
being estimated that the outturn in those 
States would not exceed one-third or half 
of last year’s crops, which aggregated 
to approximately 44,000,000 bushels. 
Western Kansas this season has been 
known to be practically eliminated from 
the wheat-growing sections, but why so 
much emphasis should be placed on a 
comparatively small area is the puzzling 
feature at present. Canada alone with 
favorable crop prospects to the end of 
the season promises an outturn of prob- 
ably 25 per cent. greater than that of 
last year, according to unbiased estl- 
mates. In 1910 the crop amounted to 
150,000,000 bushels in that country. It is 
therefore readily discernible that such an 
increase with the million acre increase 
in the Spring wheat belt as compared 
with last year and generally high prom- 
ise until recently of most sections of the 
Winter wheat belt, aside from the South- 
west, crop advices do not point to a 
catastrophe.

Claims were made that compounders 
could not afford to pay 8Y4@8l4c 
for oleostearine and purchase loose oil 
on the basis of approximately 47 cents 
for the manufacture of compound lard 
and dispose of it profitably. It was also 
asserted that foreigners were not in- 
clined to follow the market with their 
bids, evidently having supplied their re- 
quirements for the time being. Further 
concessions jn the tallow market had a 
sympathetic effect, but tallow for some- 
time past has been realtively cheaper than 
cottonseed ofl from a soapmaker’s point 
of view. 

Despite the diminution in demand, sen- 
timent on the bear side was not greatly 
augmented. Many were expecting a re-

COTTON. 


Opinions are quite likely to be diversi- 
fied as to whether or not bulls have partly 
relinquished their hold on the old crop 
months by liquidating during the past 
week, but, irrespective of opinions, it is 
undeniable that they have given but 
meagre support to the list.

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is indicative of a general belief that sup- 
sies for the balance of the season are 
ight, but also that the price level is 
such as to warrant caution prior to be- 
coming bullish on the anticipated scarcity. 
Furthermore, the Southern spot situation 
and conditions at Manchester, factors 
which were the mainstay of the bulls for 
several months, are of a different aspect. 
The present curtailment in the American 
trade circles naturally reduces the de- 
mand from American spinners to a mini- 
mum, and official cables from abroad 
have indicated some slackening there. 
While without a doubt foreign spinners 
are sold up for several months, in view 
of the current discounts of our new crop 
options and their fairly liberal supplies 
they cannot be expected to be desirous of 
carrying cotton bought at around pre- 
vailing levels into next season. These 
conditions reflect at Southern points, and 
it has been commented upon that the 
demand at the South when July was 
above 16c did not increase so as to have 
appreciable effect on values, while at 
present, with the future market 4c a 
pound lower for the spot options and 
Southern markets a shade lower, demand 
is still extremely limited. Of course the 
small amount of cotton pointed this way 
at present to be applied on delivery is 
indicative of some confidence in higher 
prices, and also far from burdensome sup- 
plies there, but there are still several 
weeks for cotton to be shipped. 

The new crop deliveries have displayed 
an undertone of firmness that has been 
decidedly impressive, While admittedly 
crop hes ey will have much to do in 
shaping fluctuations in those options, 
there seems to be a disposition to mini- 
mize thé importance of optimistic crop 
accounts, yet those that are less favor- 
able commend unusual attention. This 
tendency, it is believed, is due to the 
supposition that so far farmers have 
shown little disposition to sell new crop 
cotton, while trade interests have shown 
their desire to purchase conservatively. 
On this account, as an offset to the 
optimistic outlook entertained relative to 
the probable crop in many quarters, the 
bulls emphatically declare that trade con- 
ditions are showing sufficient improve- 
ment.in domestic quarters, while activity 
abroad is not expected to show muc 
diminution, so that a large crop will be 
a necessity next season. 

Many contradictory crop accounts came 
to light last week, but, withal, aside from 
seattered localities, it would appear as 
though prospects have been well main- 
tained. Complaints are confined mainly 
to the areas in the Carolinas and Okla- 
homa, also the northern sections of Tex- 
as, all of why districts would welcome 
precipitation. he Journal of Commerce 
reports from its correspondents to date 
have been quite favorable on all the 
States east of the Mississippi, indicating 
generally an improved condition percent- 
age, as compared with last year, and an 
increment in acreage. The deficient rain- 
fall, however, in the Carolinas is re- 
ferred to. The National Ginners’ Asso- 
ciation was also said to have issued a 
report placing the condition of cotton at 
85 and the increased acreage at 5 per 
cent.

Of course, with the many vicissitudes 
that the crop will be compelled to en- 
counter following this report, deductions 
on the acreage and condition with the 
average yield of a series of years cannot 
be convincing. The crop at present is 
thought to be rather late in some sec- 
tions, which may or may not be made up, 
while the boll weevil will probably be a 
factor, aS will torrential rains or drought 
reports, and lastly the possibilities of 
frost at the end of the season. The im- 
proved methods of cultivation, however, 
this year, together with a larger in- 
crease in area, are naturally factors 
which wilf surely offset a certain per- 
centage of present and prospective crop 
complaints. 

The American visible supply, according 
to The Chronicle, is now 1,976,Q00 bales, 
against 1,993,000 a year ago.

Steel men are discussing another phase 
of the situation—the fact that the Repub- 
lic Iron and Steel Company within the last 
thirty days has completed an immense 
new open-hearth steel plant at Lansing- 
ville, just out of Youngstown, Ohio, and 
turned out its first steel at the new fur- 
naces less than a fortnight before the re- 
duction was announced.
